A New Controller and Memory Card 

A new control pad, dubbed the DualShock 2, and a new 
8MB Memory Card will come packed with the PS2, 
along with a demo disc featuring several launch games. 
The DualShock 2, visually, is completely identical to the 
original. The difference is that now EVERY button is ana- 
log, with the exception of the Select and Start buttons. 
The storage capacity of the new Memory Card is—can 
you believe it—64 times that of the original, so you'll be 
able to create whole worlds and download new char- 
acters and missions with no problem. Another impres- 
sive feature of the new card is that its data transfer rate 


is 250 times faster than before—that means that sav- 
ing your game will be nearly instantaneous! The 
DualShock 2 and the 8МВ Memory Card will each retail 
for ¥3,500 (roughly $28).

Multi-Tap is in the works as well, for multiplayer games. 


Sony's PS2 Online Plans 
Even after Sony's announcement, the PS2's exact 
online plans are still a bit of a mystery. Sony is planning 
a huge online network for the system, but it won't be 
in place until sometime in 2001, at least a year after the 
machine's Japanese launch. Players will then be able to 
upgrade their Р525 with a hard drive add-on, which will 
be used, among other things, to download new games 
directly from Sony's servers over the internet. One of 
the holdups in Sony's plan is figuring out how to make 
purchasing games this way safe and secure. Hopefully, 
they can get it all figured out sooner than expected. 
But the question for now is, will the PS2 hook up to 
the internet at launch? At this point, even Sony doesn't 
Seem to know the answer. They're counting on third- 
party companies to provide browser software, and 
seem uninterested in what the internet can currently 
offer PS2. When Sony's full online plan goes into effect 
in 2001, it will use a broadband network such as Cable 
Modems and DSL, so the faster connection speed will 
allow them to realize their more ambitious plans. 


Chris and Max both had front row seats for the unveil- 


ing. Here are their final thoughts on what went down: 


Chris: Overall, | really liked what | saw. The games look 
great, but | don't think we'll see any “true” PS2 games 
early on—just prettier versions of the games we 
already know. That's a little disappointing, but in all fair- 
ness to the developers who are just getting their feet 
wet with such a powerful system, it's unavoidable.

ome would think that Konami was committing suicide with Suikoden II 
being released just a few days before the role-playing behemoth, 
Final Fantasy VIII. If the war were to be based simply on storyline and 
characters, Suikoden Il is certainly in the running to give FFVIII a serious run for the 
consumers’ money. 

A sequel to the original Suikoden, whom some call the first real (i.e. good) RPG 
on PlayStation a number of years ago, Suikoden 1/5 strength doesn't necessarily rely 
on innovations in terms of graphics, gameplay or battle systems. In essence, it's 
basically built of the same stuff that its predecessor was: detailed sprite characters 
and environments, turn-based battles, and a traditional RPG gameplay system. 
While Konami has certainly tweaked many of these features to include enhanced 
spell effects, added options galore both in and out of battle, as well as more mini- 
games than you can shake a ‘sub-quest' stick at, there's something beyond even 
these cool elements that really stands out in Suikoden Il. 

As the Hero, your adventure begins in a military camp where, along with your 
childhood friend, Joei, you're forced to flee for your lives. From that point on, the 
criss-crossing storyline concerning political unrest, loyalty and betrayal just gets bet- 
ter and better. But the real crux of the entire game rests on your friendship with Joei. 
Throughout Suikoden Il, there are plenty of twists and turns in the plot, with plenty 
of drama and cool cinemas to really support the strong storyline. Unashamed in its 
sentimentality, Suikoden Il thankfully never crosses too far into the realm of corny. 
And even though many of the elements of the plot will be nothing new for veteran 
role-players, the depth of the characters and the fact that they're so darn likeable 
makes the ride engaging from beginning to end. 

You can also squeeze in countless references to the original, with returning char- 
acters, carry over of history and story points, as well as the ability to load old 
Suikoden saves for some surprises and you have an incredibly impressive package. 
For those who played through Suikoden, there's enough in Suikoden Il to make you 
feel as if you're privy to some cool secret. (Remember the blocked staircase in the 
original? It's back, again!) Add to this a magnificent soundtrack, oodles of secrets 
and great variation in the types of battles you can fight, and Suikoden II more than 
supercedes the precedents set by the original. 

That said, there are some flaws to take into con- 
sideration. While the story is strong and the 
translation adequate, it's strange that 
Suikoden Il contains so many typos in its text. 
Though it doesn't detract much from the game 
as a whole, the mistakes do become puz- 
zling. There are also some slow points in the flow 
of the game that tend to pull the pace down to a 
crawl. But even with these weaknesses, Suikoden Il is 
everything you'd expect it to be and much, much more. 
Anyone gamers who fancies themselves an RPG fan 
can't miss out on this gem, even in the aftermath 
of FFVIII.

АТ ith Acclaim's second wrestling title, WWF Attitude, already on store 
shelves, EA has a major fight on its hands.

here's something strangely compelling about a Star Wars game. It's like 
some mysterious “force” draws you into the game that keeps you playing 
no matter how good itis. It's this “force” however, that will eventually lead you down 

a path of hatred and destruction if you try to play Star Wars: Episode 1. 

Unfortunately, it's not any one factor that drags the game down—it's more of a 
combination of everything not being up to standard PlayStation fare. To start off, the 
graphics aren't anything to shout home about. At least іп Teras Kasi the visuals were 
pleasing to look at, but this time around all we get is washed out environments pop- 
ulated by jagged low poly characters. Nothing horrible, but this just hurts the eyes 
when there are games like Kain and MGS. To make matters worse, the camera is 
placed almost directly above the character, which causes several problems. First, 
you have no field of vision (except in the rare cases where the camera drops down 
behind the character), so enemies literally show up just feet in front of you. Second, 
this means that the whole screen rotates whenever you turn your character, which 
will no doubt cause the more sensitive players to experience a little “force feed- 
back" of their own if they were so unlucky as to have recently eaten. 

Of course, bad graphics are forgivable if the gameplay is solid. There will be no 
forgiveness in this case, however. Basically, the meat of the game revolves around 
you running and jumping through some of the most inane puzzles ever. To make 
matters worse, the enemies are numerous and very deadly. You are given the option 
of using your lightsaber to block laser blasts but, inevitably, many get through and it 
just takes longer to die. You can use blasters, but in most circumstances all you end 
up doing is trading fire with the incredibly accurate enemy 

battledroids. 
Save often—who cares if it totally breaks up the 
pacing in the game, it is the only way you will ever move 
forward. To make matters even worse, many of the puz- 
zles involve you leading characters through puzzles 
which they just don't "understand" Expect these fol- 
lowers to get stuck on every corner possible and walk 
into the way of every enemy's line of fire. Sure, it's 
funny to have Jar Jar tell you "Meesa just want to 
help" right before he walks head 
on into an ambush and gets pelted 
by the gunfire from a dozen differ- 
ent enemies (we wish that hap- 
pened in the movie], but if he dies 
you have to go try again. Funny, we 
don't remember these "babysit- 
ting" scenes from the movie. 

All of these elements combine to make one of 
the most frustrating game experiences we've had all year. 
If it wasn't a Star Wars game, we probably wouldn't have 
given it as much of a chance as we did, but the draw of 

playing through the movie is enough to lure anyone in (we 

ill it the Jedi mind trick). Give yourself a 

break and pass on this one, unless you are 

villing to suffer its many abuses. Inside, 
ıu will only find the path to the dark side.

rm ithin the first months of the PlayStation's existence, racing enthusiasts 
were introduced the high-speed world of Wipeout. It was the perfect 
showpiece for the 3D capabilities of the new wonder machine and brought 
Psygnosis to the forefront of PlayStation publishers. Now at the third incarnation of 
the game, it is still breaking speed limits. Unfortunately, the limits have not been 
pushed far enough in some areas to really impress the hardcore fans. 

The look of the game has been completely redesigned and refined. Everything 
is running in a higher resolution, making for an intense amount of detail personified 
in the new good looking on-screen display. One of the best parts of the game is the 
fresh look of the redesigned ships, the three new vehicles and the exceptional sur- 
rounding racing environment. This is not your average videogame 
imagery. The presentation, including the menus and intro creat- 
ed by Designer's Republic, a cutting edge design firm, 
are hyperstylized, making them quite 
cryptic in some cases. Many will 
have a hard time dec- аа 
phering the text : 
and menu screens 
at first. This never really 
harms the game, however, 
and actually helps you to become 
more immersed in the futuristic world 
of Wipeout. 

There are some great courses here. 
Some are downright beautiful, with 
cherry blossoms blowing across one 
and birds resting in the road of another, 
but some are more depressing and boring. All are dynamic and well 
tuned though, as well as being extremely tricky. You're going to have to practice. 
Mastering any Wipeout game is not easy, but this is definitely the hardest of the 
three. Effects from weapons are not as flashy and are frankly a huge disappoint- 
ment. None of them feature any kind of wow factor. Opponents’ vehicles fade away 
like Ben Kenobi when struck by a weapon, instead of blowing up gloriously. The Al 
is also way out of balance. The first tier of the tournament (Vector) 15 too easy, while 
the second tier (Venom class) is far too hard. Winning almost requires perfection on 
your part. The action is plenty fast though, so fast in fact that a majority of you will 
never be able to competently handle the game's fastest setting. The new analog 
control is perfectly suited for the 3D feel of the handling. The sensation is more like 
flying than driving with pitch having a large influence over speed and turning ability. 

The ways to play have been expanded to include a Challenge Mode, which con- 
sists of a variety of races with certain preset conditions such as track, class and 
team. There is also a death match mode called Eliminator, which has you trying to 
destroy a set number of opponents. The two-player split screen that the series need- 
ed from the beginning has finally arrived. Other improvements include a great replay 
feature with loads of camera angles as well as excellent sound effects and a dance 
music soundtrack that caters to the serious clubber. Overall, though, Wipeout 3 
doesn't have the visual impact the previous two games had.

The weakest part of the game is the dialogue. At times the game reads like a bad 
"B" movie, which has the end result of making you laugh at something that is sup- 
posed to be frightening or disturbing. Case in point is the opening scene when you 
are threatened by an “evil force.” It would have been simpler if the developers had 
just given that mysterious evil force a name. On the upside, reading the dialogue 
aloud with friends in the room can be quite amusing. 

Juggernaut is a nice change of pace from the traditional action games that seem 
to be dime a dozen on the PlayStation. The slower gameplay and the focus on 
puzzle solving will likely appeal to "secondary" gamers rather than the "hardcore" 
crowd. As an alternative title, Juggernaut is a worthwhile endeavor.

E s the November release of Resident Evil 3 21 
creeps closer, we thought we would go 
ahead and present our readers with one final m 
strous preview of the game. And since we һам 
played through a majority of the Japanese ver- 
sion of the game, we are now able to show you 
a large number of screenshots not yet seen 
before.

Last time, we talked about the fact that play- 
ers will be able to make different decisions during 
the game that will affect future events. For exam- 
ple, during one point in RES, you find yourself 
trapped up on a tower balcony with the Tyrant char- 
acter hot on your heels.

decision. If you decide fight the Tyrant, you will end up having 


to use a lot of ammo and perhaps some health spray. 
However, if you are victorious, you will be awarded with a 
special item. The other available choice is to blind the Tyrant 
with the nearby spotlights and then push him off the ledge. 
This method will save your ammo and health, but you won't 
earn the special item. Which option would you choose? 
We also noticed another interesting element in 
RES, as we were playing it. It seems that there 
are a lot of events that occur randomly. So, 
each time you play though the game, you 
may see things that you didn't see before. 
For example, you may walk pass a window 
and birds will smash out of it. However, 
the next time you play through, dogs may 
leap out of the same windows instead.

Very basically, Lara inadvertently 
releases something rather nasty whilst 
breaking into an ancient tomb... and of 
course she's the only one who can put 
things right.

Do you fear a backlash against 
this title since it is the 4th in 
the series? 


Despite any number of new features 
and improvements, the game is still, in 
essence, ‘Tomb Raider’ - an adventure 
game featuring Lara Croft.

This will immediately distinguish Last 
Revelation from its predecessors and 
bring fresh life to the title.

Well, What's New? 


In Fighting Force 2, 
everything is new. Core 
Design took the best 
elements of the original 
game, which was the 
fast-paced hand-to-hand 
combat and object 
interaction and carried it 
to the next level in 
gaming. Sporting a brand 

new 3D game engine and focusing on the action genre rather than 

simple beat'em up has really opened the eyes of tough to please 

hard-core gamers. Rather than using an entire "Force" of 

characters, Core has chosen to focus on one main character 

(see side bar), Hawk Manson, to lead the charge in this sequel. This 

allows for more 

storyline elements to be 

introduced as well a 

greater number of 

animations or moves 

the character will have. 

The main objective of 

the game is not known 

at the outset. The 

storyline is integrated, 

giving clear objectives that allow the plot to unfold. Cut scenes will 

be used to give the player his next objective or further information. 

Then as the player progresses through each location, a number of 

scripted scenes will be used to advance the story line. Hawk is also 

equipped with a data handset of which information is received via 

the Control Base. The Base will give Hawk additional information 

and objectives. 
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"In fact we have introduced many new weapons, which will help 
the player to deal with some of the most difficult situations making 
the action more realistic and rewarding. All the fighting moves and 
the system have been redesigned so that interacting with them 
results in a more balanced game for the player," Ken Lockley, 
Producer at Core Design. 
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The player must negotiate nine global 
locations, split into approximately 24 
separate Stages. he levels vary from the steel 
and a tank factory in Japan 
to South Mia Each location holds a clue 
that leads to the final confrontation with the 
ultimate enemy. Throughout the missions 
Hawk will also collect body armor at the 
various locations which provide additional 
strength and protection. The game flow also 
splits after the fifth level where the player is 
given a choice that will result the player 
visiting different locations. 


Each of the 50 enemies and bosses has 
unique artificial intelligence and is 


knowledgeable about the layout of his 
surroundings. For example if Hawk enters a 
room the characters may react in differents 


ways. They may choose to confront the player, 


try to raise the alarm or run for assistance 
and if fired.upon directly they run away, but 
also raise the alarm in the process. This is 
where some of the stealth capabilities play 

a role in the game. Some characters will not 
perceive the player as a threat unless 

a direct action is taken against them. 
Avoiding confrontation is some situations 
may be a more strategic decision. 

"The Al and game flow control in FF2 create 
much more varied and interesting potential 
Outcomes in any given situation. For instance 
the removal of an enemy before he manages 
to set an alarm (Bringing reinforcements into 


a room — This would be BAD!), will make 
passage through that area substantially 
easier. The player will also be able to learn 
from the behavior of individual enemies and 
in later levels, avoid having to deal with the 
reinforcements by taking the "alarm setting" 
enemy out FIRST before he is able to call 
them," says Lockley. 


“Тһе original game's major weakness would 


have to be repetition. With FF2 the ratio of 
hand-to-hand combat and weapons use is 
roughly 50:50. We had to completely re-think 
the control system to allow many more 
combat moves / combos. There are specific 


combos for specific weapons, even moves 
when guns are emptied (player can use 
empty pistol to hit enemies.) We also have 
‘chargeable’ moves that take time to charge, 
but are extremely powerful. Due to the fact 
that there are more weapons available and 
to the type of 3D environments the count of 
moves has almost doubled from the previous 
Fighting Force.

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An interview with Amy Hennig Director of Legacy of Kain: Soul Reaver 


How would you describe Legacy of Kain? 
What type of game is it? What kind of 
experience can players expect? 

Our goal from the beginning was to provide a seamless, 
immersive game experience — an epic adventure set in a 
relatively non-linear game world, that rewards players’ 
exploration and problem-solving skills. Soul Reaver is 
an action-adventure game with an intuitive set of player 
mechanics, an innovative combat system, lush visuals, and 
RPG-type elements like character growth, ability 
acquisition, and story progression. 


What are the most compelling 

aspects of the game? 

The first thing that comes to mind is the data-streaming 
technology — this allows us to provide a seamless, 
interconnected game experience, eliminating artificial 
divisions of the game world (and the annoyance of load 
times). Once the player begins a game, we never want to 
disrupt the immersion of the game experience, or pull them 
out of their willing suspension of disbelief. 

Besides providing a seamless experience, this technology 
also allows us a greater variety of creatures, sounds, music, 
and environments in a much smaller area. Most games 
have to keep an entire level resident in memory (thus the 
load times, and the often apparent lack of graphic variety 
in levels); by streaming the data off the CD, we only have 
to keep a very small, localized area in memory at any one 
time. Run down a hallway in Soul Reaver, and the 
environment can change drastically — without the player 
ever having been aware that data was being dumped 

and loaded. 

Second, our world-morphing technology provides 
something players have never seen before. As Nosgoth's 
first "angel of death," Raziel can shift at will (more or less) 
between the spirit realm and the physical world; when he 
loses all his energy in the material plane, he is automatical- 
ly forced back into the spectral realm. In the game, these 
two realms exist simultaneously, the spectral plane being 


an eerie, expressionistic, "twilight" version of the physical 
world. During these plane-shifting events, the entire 
environment morphs in front of the player's eyes – the 
architecture twists and distorts, the lighting changes, and 
the denizens of the area fade in or out, depending on their 
planar affiliation. 

Third, Soul Reaver offers an innovative combat system, 
which allows players to easily interact with enemies in a 
full-freedom 3D environment. By holding down the 
"autoface" button, the player can engage with and 
maneuver easily around enemies, sidestepping around them 
while planning an attack, and dodging and lunging easily 
to evade or launch attacks. Because Raziel’s primary foes 
are vampires — and therefore only destroyable by impaling, 
sunlight, fire, or water -- the game also requires the player 
to formulate a plan of attack, to find weapons or use 
potentially-fatal elements in the environment to his 
advantage. 

Finally, behind all the action is a complex storyline, 
conveyed primarily through in-game cinematic events and 
voice-over. | think players will be impressed by the quality 
of the script and the voice-acting in Soul Reaver — the 
voices are all provided by talented, experienced actors 
(most of whom are reprising their roles from the first 
game), and the voice direction and casting were provided 
by highly-respected industry veterans. 


How big is the game? How long will it take 
players to finish it? 

Geographically, the game is huge — but Raziel moves at a 
pretty good clip, and the placement of Warp Gates allows 
the player to teleport across the game world fairly easily. 
In terms of hours of gameplay, it will depend on how a 
player approaches the game. Players who proceed from 
one major goal to the next, without revisiting previously- 
explored areas to find bonus levels, will probably get 35-40 
hours out of the game. For players who take the time to 
find all the bonus items and hidden glyph spell levels, the 
game should provide over 65 hours of gameplay. 


Any tips for playing the game? 

Secrets or hints? 

Mainly, players should remember that the game is all about 
freedom of exploration — each time Raziel receives a new 
ability, the player should explore areas previously visited to 
discover power-ups, spells, etc. The player can charge right 
to Raziel's next goal, if desired — none of these bonus areas 
are required to finish the game — but the player will have a 
richer (and longer!) gaming experience if they revisit 
previously-explored areas with new abilities. 

So keep your eye out for locations that seem suspicious, 
and areas that you can't get to yet – make a mental note 
of these, so you can return later when Raziel earns a new 
ability. Each of the new abilities opens up previously- 
inaccessible areas — so if there's a gate you can't get 
through, an unreachable opening high up in a wall, a 
suspicious-looking window, an area you can't reach without 
swimming, or some odd apparatus that you can't operate 
yet, it probably means there's a bonus item, or a new area 
to be unlocked, nearby. 

Secondly, don't forget to autoface those enemies! Soul 
Reaver's combat is built around the autoface system — you 
can fight enemies without using it, but the experience is 
much richer if you take full advantage of the autoface button. 
And finally — when in doubt, shift into spectral. If you think 
you're stuck, the twisted architecture of the spectral

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The method for entering these Blitz codes comes 
straight from the arcade machine, but there are sev- 
eral that are PlayStation specific.
